MEMOIR OF REV. JESSE H. PAGE. 

The Rev. Jesse Hayes Page was born in Wake County, North 
Carolina, May 23, 1831, He was a son of Anaerson Page, who 
was one of the oldest Methodists in the State when he died, 
only a few years ago, at the age of ninety-four. This Methodist 
patriarch reared several sons and daughters, nearly all of 
whom were staunch members of the M. E. Church, South, and 
were all influential in their day and generation. The subject 
of this memoir gave a long life to the work of the church as 
teacher and preacher, and no man ever had more friends, a,nd 
fevrer enemies, within a circle of a large acquaintance than he. 
He was educated at South Lowell Academy and Randolph- 
Macon College, and thereby thoroughly furnished for his life 
work. 

He went to Brinkleyville, Halifax County, N. C., where he 
opened a school in 1855. There he married Miss Martha Eliza 
Wills on the second day of December, 1856. She was a daughter 
of the Rev. William H. Wills, D.D., who was a leading minister 
of the Methodist Protestant Church. Brother Page taught 
school at Brinkleyville until 1861. He joined the North Caro- 
lina Conference of the Methodist Protestant Church in 

1858 and was elected Secretary of that Conference 

in 1859. He established a female school at Brinkley- ' 
ville, N. C., which he taught until he enlisted and went 
into the Confederate Army, which he did as a private in the 
First Regiment of North Carolina troops. He served the six 
months time for which he volunteered: then came home and 
taught his school for a while, he then volunteered as a private 
in the Forty-third Regiment of North Carolina troops, and was 
afterwards appointed chaplain of his regiment. After the close 
of the war, he returned tc Brinkleyville and taught his school 
in 1865. In 1866, he ttaveled the Tai Riveir Circuit of the Meth- 
odist Protestant Conference, In 1867 and 1868 he taught again 
at Brinkleyville; in 1869 he moved- to Whitakerstown, N. C., 
where he taught two years, and travelea a circuit. He moved 
to Guilford County in 1871 and taught there two years. In 
1873 he moved to Cary, N. C., where he taught until 1877. In 
1878 he traveled the Halifax Circuit of the Methodist Protestant 
Conference. In 1879 he w-as made President of the Methodist 
Protestant Conference. In 1880 he moved to Winston. In 1881 
he united wdth the North Carolina Conference, M. E. Church, 
South, after which he filled the following appointments: 

Lenoir Station and Circuit, 1881-2; Rock Spring Circuit, 1883-4; 
Rockingham Station, 1885-6-7; Kinston Station, 1888; Concord 
Station, 1889-90; Statesville Station, 1891-2;' Morganton Station, 
1893-4; Aberdeen ^ Circuit, 1895-6-7; Rockingham Station, 1898; 
Laurinburg Station, 1899. At the Conference held in Elizabeth 
City in 1899, he asked for and obtained a superannuated rela- 
tion. His active ministry came to an end, as he w^as literally 
worn out in the work. After he retired from the active work. 
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he lived for a year and a half in Laurinhurg. one 3 ’^ear in Rock- 
ingham, and then settled in Henderson, N. C., where he died 
December 10, 1903, in the seventj'^-third year of his age. 

Brother Page was an able minister of the New Testament. He 
was remarkable as an expositor of the Word, and an eminent 
Biblical preacher. Hi? sermons were always edifying and in- 
structive. He was an Israelite indeed, in whom there was no 
guile. He was simple and ohiid-like in manner biP as firm in 
purpose as a ruck When ne tnoughi, he was right, he was abso- 
lutely fearless and immovable. He was a man greatly beloved 
by a host of friends and acquaintances. 

During the last few months of his life his mind gave way so 
completely that he frequently did not know his dearest friends. 
He gradually grew weaker in body and mind, until the weary 
w^heels of life stood still at last, and he quietly retired to Abra- 
ham’s bosom. 

He leaves a devoted wife, one son and five daughters, besides 
a large circle of relatives and friends to mourn his death. 

Earth has known few truer and purer spirits than that of 
Rev. Jesse H. Page. When he fell, one of the tallest trees of 
the forest went down, and as we look up we can see more light 
through the opening. For there is an indefinable spiritual in- 
fiuence that goes out from such a life; although a cloud may 
hang over the intellect as it withdraws, yet, there is a spiritual 
radiance that was never seen on land or sea. His face, after 
death wore a serene expression, that impressed all who saw it.

MEMOIR OF REV. Z. T. HARRISON. 

Zachariah T. Harrison was horn in Rockingham County, N 
C., May 10, 1849, and died at Roherdell, N. C., May 21, 1904 
He was the youngest son of James and Mary Harrison. Ther® 
were eleven children, and all were converted, in early life, and 
joined the M. E Church, South. His father died in 1850 and 
left' this large family when Z. T. Harrison was only nine months 
old; hence, the family training devolved on his mother, wb« 
early erected a family altar. She was a good woman, full of 
faith and generally cheerful, having one aim^in view — the faith- 
ful discbT.f 2 e of duty and the proper training of her children 
Bro. 7. T. Harrison was converted at the age of thirteen 
years; afler this event, he took part in famil}” worship, which 
was thenceforward conducted alternately by mother, sister and 
brother His family was in the middle walks of life, and being 
poor, the subject of this sketch hid not enjoy the benefits of a 
liberal education. At the close of the war, he was thirsting for 
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knowledge, feeling that the hand of God was resting upon him, 
and that he must preach the Gospel. The way was dark, hut on 
one Sunday night in Leaksville, N. C., under the ministry 
Rev. S. y>. Peeler, preaching from the text, “Here am I, Lord 
send me,'’ he trembled, wept and prayed, feeling that God was 
speaking .*^0 him, and before he slept that night the question 
was settled. 

The following week, the Messrs. Smith, who were at that 
time conducting a high school in Leaksville, offered him hi« 
tuition as long as he would attend their school. He accepted 
this kindness with gratitude, and attended this school for two 
years. From this time until he was twenty-two years old, he 
worked on the farm, taught school, and devoted his spare mo- 
ments to the reading of good books. 

He preferred living in the M. E. Church, South, but thinking 
the government oppressive, finally decided to enter the M. F. 
Church, of which many of his relatives were members. 

He was licensed to preach on the 9th of March, 1871, and at 
the close of the year joined the M. P. Conference, and served the 
following charges: 1872-1873, Pigeon River Circuit: 1874-187B 
Albemarle Circuit. At this, however, his health having failed, he 
00 k no work for 1877, but returned to his mother’s home, as he 
thought, to die; but his health was so largely restored by March 
that he was able to take charge of Forsyth Circuit, whose pas- 
tor’s health had failed. In 1878-1879, he served the Granville 
Circuit. During this term of service, for sufficient reasons, he 
decided to apply for admission into the North Carolina Annual 
Conference. In 1880, he served as a supply in our Conference 
and was formally received at its next session. He served in our 
church the following charges: In 1881, Coharie Mission; 1883- 
1883, Bladen Circuit; 1884, Clear Creek Circuit; 1885, Brunswick 
Circuit; 1886, Nashville Circuit; 1887, Swan Quarter Circuit; 
1888-1890, Halifax Circuit; 1891-1893, Bertie Circuit; 1894, Garys- 
burg Circuit; 1895-1896, Northampton Crcuit; *1897-1898, Carth- 
age Circuit; 1899-1900, Robeson Circuit; 1901-1903, Red Springs 
Circuit; 1904, Roberdell Circuit. 

Brother Harrison was twice married. In November, 1876, he 
was married to Miss Hattie L. Coghill, with whom he lived 
happily till November 26, 1885, when the death angel entered 
his home and dimmed its light. To this union were born four 
children, three of whom survive him. In 1886 he was married 
to Miss Mary C. Johnson, of Nash County, N. C., daughter of 
Rev. Jeremiah Johnston, who proved to be an helpmeet indeed. 
To this union were born six children, all of whom, with their 
I mother, survive him. 

j With the training above indicated. Brother Harrison grew 
j up a pious youth; he was humorous, cheerful and conscienti- 
I ous; he loved his feliowmen. As a husband, he was kind, affec- 
tionate and gentle, careful for all the interests of home, looking 
I after the comfort and welfare of his dependents; as a father, 

I he was loving, tender and positive; as a friend, he was true and 
j confiding; he appreciated a favor, and never forgot a friend or 
I a service rendered him. He was a good preacher, plain, practi- 
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cal and earnest; the love of souls burned in his heart, and the 
desire for their salvation was the inspiration of his life. He 
was a zealous and brave soldier of the cross. Many years ago, 
I heard him say: “I do not measure my religion so much by 
my feelings, but by what I am doing for Christ.” 

He recognized the fact that Christianity was more than senti- 
ment; that its vital principle was doing the works of Christ in 
the spirit of Him who said, “I came to seek and to save that 
which was lost,” and his ministry was honored of God in the 
conversion of many souls. 

He said to me a few weeks before his death that he felt like 
his work on Roberdell Circuit was somewhat of an experiment, 
it being made up largely by mill population, but that he had 
determined to throw his whole soul into the work. Such was 
his purpose while the last enemy was stealthily approaching. 
He had made a fine impression upon those to whom he had 
been able to minister to the point where his inner life could be 
felt, and where his love for the Master and His people could be 
recognized in his life. During his long illness his sufferings 
were severe, but no murmur escaped his lips, he was cheerful 
and patient, and his sufferings were borne with Christian forti- 
tude. He bade his wife be cheerful. 

Writing to his sister some weeks before his death, he said to 
her: “If I get off, you will know where to find me.” Brother 
Harrison lived well, and died well. His body rests in East- 
Side Cemetery at Rockingham, N. C., awaiting the resurrection 
of the just, when he shall live again. 

Now, brother, rest thee from thy toils and cares. 

No more shall stirring confiicts start thy fears; 

Thy labors done, in Rock of Ages hide, 

Lay all thy weapons at death’s river-side. 

Thy Master calls, the way will not be dark. 

Obey the summons, fare ye well, but hark. 

What voices, these I hear, they come from afar. 

Look now thro’ rented vail, the gate’s ajar; 

Thro’ streaming light of the eternal day, 

A band of angels make their hurried way, 

.They’ll bear thee to thy blissful home above.

MEMOIR OF REV. JONATHAN SANFORD, D.D. 

Born March 30, 1834; joined the N. C. Conference at Fayette- 
ville, 1872; died at Siler City, June 19, 1904; buried at Lumber- 
ton; is the record that will appear on the mortuary roll of our 
Minutes to show that Rev. Jonathan Sanford, D.D., has lived, 
labored, and died, as an itinerant Methodist preacher. This 
one time only will we stop to pay our tribute to his memory. 
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and record in a few brief sentences our affection for him, and 
our estimate of his life and work. 

But in the book of remembrance the recording angel has filled 
full many a page with the story of his unwavering devotion to 
Christ, his loyalty to his church, his love of his fellowmen, his 
long and great usefulness, and the names of the thousands who 
have been won to Jesus through his arduous and constant labors. 

And to him this record was worth more than high position, 
or the praises of men. 

He was born in Richmond County, near the town of Rocking- 
ham. His paternal great grandfather was Noah Sanford, a 
Quaker, who came from England. His mother was Scotch-Irish, 
a Miss O’Bryan. From these two diverse sources he inherited 
the characteristics that made of him the pure, sturdy, steadfast, 
useful Christian man. 

His educational advantages were limited. He had only two 
years in school, but he must have been both apt and studious, 
for at the age of seventeen he began to teach and continued for 
fourteen years. These years of teaching and study helped him 
to acquire the knowledge of good English that gave him the 
lucidity of style and strength of statement that made of him 
the forcible and successful expounder of the Bible that he was. 

He was converted at the age of twenty-three under the preach- 
ing of Rev. Peter Doub. Following his conversion came a con- 
viction that his duty was to preach. 

For some time he resisted his conviction of duty. At length 
he yielded to the call of the Spirit, and was licensed to preach 
at Clio, South Carolina, by Rev. A. M. Chrietzburg, Presiding 
Elder. For ten years he served as a local preacher. During 
these years he preached one hundred sermons annually.’ At 
the Conference of 1868 he was appointed to the Cheraw work as 
a supply. During that year there were three hundred conver- 
sions on the charge, and two hundred and fifty were added to 
the church. 

In 1870 he served Chesterfield, as a supply. Through the in- 
fiuence of Rev. W. S. Black he applied for admission on trial in 
the North Carolina Conference at its session at Fayetteville, 
1872, and was accepted. For thirty-two years he wrought faith- 
fully as an active preacher. Scarcely losing an appointment in 

all that time, and came to the end of these years ripe in age, in 
Christian experience, and rich in the large fruitage of his ser- 
vice, and in full possession of his mental faculties and with his 
ministry still abiding in usefulness, and “ceased at once to 
work and live.” 

The call of the Lord to cease from labor found him in the 
pulpit, and in the act of prayer, pouring out his soul in fervent 
supplication in behalf of his beloved fiock, and for the success 
of the kingdom of Christ whom he served. What a beautiful 
and blessed transition; from the place of petition in the earthly 
sanctuary, as his last act of worship, to the place of praise in 
the house not made with hands, joining with the glorious and 
exultant hosts of the redeemed in ascriptions of thanksgiving 
to Him who loved them and gave Himself for them. 
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One hour held in the bonds of a yearning desire for souls, the 
next hour pulsing with the unutterable joy of being forever 
with the Lord. 

During his ministry be served the following charges: 1872- 
1873, Ansonville Circuit; 1874, Lilesviile Circuit; 1875-6-7, Bla- 
den Circuit; 1878-9-80, Clinton Circuit; 1881-2, Iredell Circuit; 
1883-4, Person Circuit; 1885, S. Edgecombe Circuit; 1886-7-8, 
Robeson Circuit; 1889-90, Mt. Gilead Circuit; 1891-2, Durham 
Circuit; 1893-4, Robeson Circuit; 1895, Camden Circuit; 1896, 
Craven Circuit; 1897-8, Warren Circuit; 1899-1900, Pittsboro 
Circuit; 1901-2-3-4, Siler City Circuit. 

Dr. Sanford was an eminently useful man. He did not attain 
^ to large success according, to the world’s standard. He never 

I reached what are called our best appointments, nor so far as 

I we know did he aspire to them. But wherever he was sent, God 

was with him and set the seal of approval on his ministry in 
' the conversion of souls, and well beyond two thousand were 

J brought to saving faith in Christ through his instrumentality. 

And when the full measure of his life’s work shall be revealed 
! it will be found far greater than the most of us have accom- 

: plished. And what greater success can be accorded any preacher 

[ than that of being a soul winner? What a host of ransomed 

sinners shall give praise to God that Jonathan Sanford ever 
lived and preached the gospel! The honorary degree of Doctor 
of Divinity was conferred on him by Rutherford College. 

In his early manhood he was happily married to Miss Eliza 
I McQuiston, of Pawtucket, R. I., and during his long ministry 

they walked together in much love and mutual helpfulness and 
domestic peace, she proving to him a helpmeet indeed. He was 
an affectionate, thoughtful husband and a kind, good father, 
whose children tenderly loved him and confided in him. His 
religious life was of a positive character. He knew Christ in the 
pardon of sins, and ever realized his presence and love, and sus- 
taining grace. There were no darkening doubts as to his ac- 
f ceptance with God, and no half-heartedness in his consecration. 

I He gave himself fully to Christ and recoiled never from the 

) offering. In all of the trying experiences that came to him, 

his faith faltered not, and as age grew on, that faith proved a 
I sure anchor to his soul. He was loyal to the polity of his 

[ church and went unmurmuringly to whatever field he was sent, 

i and often his appointment did not seem to be what his ability 

and success indicated he should have. He was an able and 
fearless preacher, and his sermons were eminently scriptural. 
There was with him no attempts at novel or sensational preach- 
ing. He had a serious message from God, for men, and he de- 
livered it in earnestness and plainness and God blessed it to 
the edification of the church and the salvation of sinners. He 
served his generation by the will of God and now rests from his 
labors, and his works will follow him. Labor has been followed 
by reward, and his faith has ended in fruition. He lives and 
is happy while we call him dead, and lament our loss.

MEMOIR OF REV. J. M. RICE. 

James Marshal Rice, son of William and Sallie Rice, was 
born near Ashland, in Caswell County, N. C., on November 16, 
1862, and died May 30, 1904. His boyhood days were spent near 
the well-known “Camp Spring” church. Here he attended 
church and Sunday school and had the love and admiration of 
all who knew him. It was at this church in his early life that 
he gave his heart to God, and from thence on through life he 
had every evidence that God’s will had become his will and 
God’s purpose his purpose, and the love and loyalty which he 
ever manifested toward his church and his God showed forth in 
living valor in his own life the sentiment of St. Paul when 
he said: “It is not I that liveth but Christ that liveth in me.” 

Soon after Brother Rice was licensed to preach he was ad- 
mitted on trial at Concord, N. C., in the Western North Carolina 
Conference in the year 1890. In this Conference he served the 
following charges: In 1891, Redies River Mission; 1892, Sparta 

Circuit; 1893, Creston Circuit, and in 1894, Mount Airy Circuit. 

Brother Rice was ordained Deacon by Bishop Hendrix at Win- 
ston, N. C., in 1892, and ordained Elder by Bishop Wilson at 
Statesville, N. C., in 1894. At the close of this year (1894) he 
was transferred to the North Carolina Conference and served 
the following charges: In 1895, 1896 and 1897 the Burlington 
Circuit; in 1898, the Granville Circuit, and 1899, 1900 and 1901 
on the Warren Circuit. While at Warrenton his health 
began to fail and though appointed for the third year to this 
Circuit he was unable to return. His sickness had developed 
into a nervous prostration which never again permitted active 
service in the ministry. 

In the year which Brother Rice was transferred to the North 
Carolina Conference he was united in marriage to Miss Mamie 
E. Mattock on December 25, 1895. To this union there were 
given four bright children — Jessie, Katie, Grace and John — all 
of whom, with the heart-stricken wife, are still living. He has 
three living brothers and two sisters — George, Tom, William, 
Bettie and Liza. 

Brother Rice attended school at what is now known as “Old 
Trinity,“ but was unable to finish his course on account of his 
failing health. His academic and college education was quite 
limited, but he worked out an education for himself by read- 
ing and studying almost unceasingly. In this way he fitted 
himself thoroughly for this work and was rapidly developing 
into a preacher of more than ordinary ability. He possessed a 
bright intellect, and a clear insight into human nature. He 
was uncompromising in his attitude toward sin in whatever 
form it might appear and was fearless in his condemnation of 
it. His pulpit ministration possessed such practical and close 
discriminating qualities that it always deeply impressed the 
thinking people, and his personal magnetism attracted to him a 
host of warm friends wherever he went who loved and admired 
him until the end. His connection with the Conference was 
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short but he gave evidence of deep and earnest consideration 
and entered joyfully into the loved work as long as he was able. 
His great energy and unremitting perseverance swept him 
through life at a rapid rate, causing him to be old and broken 
down in life long before his time. In the year 1901 Brother 
Rice was superannuated and retained this relation until his 
death. 

He never grumbled or complained at his lot in life, but was 
submissive to the Lord’s will from the first of his affliction 
until the very last hour in death. Here he became very con- 
scious that the change would soon take place and that he was 
nearing the holy ranks. On Sunday morning he called his wife 
to his side and said: “What a bright day this will be for me 
to go to heaven.” Monday morning following the call came, 
but not unexpected, and he fell asleep safe in the arms of Jesus. 

“Silently, peacefully, angels have borne him 
Into the beautiful mansions above; 

Free from earth’s toils forever, 

Safe in the arms of the God he loved.”

MEMOIR OF JOSEPH FRANCIS BIVINS. 

On the 31st of May, 1874, in the town of Albemarle, the quiet 
little county-seat of Stanly County, North Carolina, Joseph 
Francis Bivins, the son of John M. and Martha M. Bivins, was 
born. He was fortunate in being the son of godly parents and 
in spending his childhood in a small town. From the yard in 
which he played, he could look far away over the hills through 
which the Yadkin River moved to the sea. Amid the influences 
of home and the wide visions of nature his mind and heart came 
to orderly activity, and he thus started well a short but notable 
career. 

He joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, when he 
was ten years of age and was converted two years later. His 
conversion was the epoch-making fact of his consciousness, and 
its distinctiveness and force grew with the growth of his 
knowledge and experience. He had religion — a positive, a 
potent, and a perpetual fellowship with God and spiritual 
things. 

He entered the Sophmore class of Trinity College in Septem- 
ber, 1893, and graduated with first honors in June, 1896. He 
was a rare student, such an one whose record abides in the 
minds of teachers and the traditions of the college. The enthu- 
siastic vigor with which he pursued knowledge, the supreme 
joy with which he acquired it, the manly courage with which 
he faced every task, the definite stand he took in every issue, 
the sobriety with which he put forth his opinions, and the 
godly conduct that marked his life at every step made him a 
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powerful leader among his fellow-students. Trinity College, 
his Alma Mater, will always keep the memory of his college 
work as one of its holiest and highest legacies. 

During the academic year of 1896-97 he was principal of the 
High School of Roxboro, N. C., and during the year 1897-98 he 
had charge of the High School in Albemarle, his native town. 
In both places he made a notable record, and during the sum- 
mer of 1898, the Trustees of Trinity College elected him the 
first Headmaster of Trinity Park School, thus expressing the 
high confidence which the authorities of his Alma Mater had 
in his powers of character and leadership. Into the life of this 
enterprise of the church, he put, with enthusiastic joy, all the 
powers of his soul. He and his work became an incarnation of 
love and faith. He went about in the commonwealth and in- 
spired a new interest in secondary education, and not a few 
young men owe their education to the day he spent in their 
communities and homes. He never lost sight of the salvation 
of his students. He always deemed it the highest privilege to 
instruct and guide them in those truths that led them to God. 
Trinity Park School will always bear the marks of his young, 
but powerful, life. 

Acting under a well-defined and positive conviction he was 
licensed to preach by the Salisbury District Conference in the 
summer of 1899, and entered the Western North Carolina Con- 
ference at its session of the same year. November 25, 1900, he 
was transferred to the North Carolina Conference. He was 
ordained a deacon by Bishop Hargrove, December 8, 1901, and 
an elder by Bishop Candler, November 29, 1903. Each year he 
was appointed Headmaster of the Trinity Park School and 
therefore had no regular opportunities to preach. Yet he 
preached often, especially during the summer vacation. As a 
preacher he was clear and forceful, adding to the words he 
uttered the power of a sincere personality. At the time of his 
death he seemed to be entering upon a new stage of development, 
which, by every sign, promised to be one of rare pulpit strength. 

Death came suddenly and by a shocking route, but it found 
him ready. Taken from his young wife, from his work, and 
from a wide circle of friends, he left to them all a record of 
noble purity, unflinching fidelity, loyal service, and true manli- 
ness. We gather strength from his example and will strive to 
serve our Lord more faithfully because Joseph Francis Bivins 
has taught the ways of noble service.

MEMOIR OF REV. N. M. JURNEY. 

The Rev. Nathaniel M. Jurney was born in Surry County, 
N. C., January 11, 1848. He died at Mt. Olive, November 6, 
1904. He was brought up under helpful religious infiuences. 
His father was a local preacher and a practising physician, a 
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man of robust piety and of a generous nature. His mother 
was a noble Christian woman. She died while he was young 
but she left an unfading influence for good on his life, and her 
memory ever remained a sacred and revered thing to him, and 
helped, through all his experience, to hold him flrmly to faith 
in God, and to the ardent and oft-expressed desire to meet her 
in heaven. 

He was converted in early life and joined the Methodist 
church. He was educated at Trinity College. He worked his 
own way through college, and graduated with credit to himself. 
At the Conference in Raleigh, 1874, he was admitted on trial, 
and appointed to Person Street Church. During the year the 
church was blessed with a great revival and many accessions. 
The result of this revival was a marked upward movement of 
that church. In 1876 he was admitted into full connection, and 
ordained deacon by Bishop Kavanaugh at Greensboro. In 1878 
he was ordained elder by Bishop Pierce at Charlotte. He con- 
tinued in active work. Ailing many good circuits and stations, 
till the year of 1900, when he was located at his own request. 
In 1886 he was married to Miss Belle Sabiston, of Beaufort, 
N. C. It was a fortunate marriage for him, for no fltter compan- 
ion could he have found, none more suited to him. She made his 
home attractive and happy; shared with him cheerfully the ex- 
periences of an itinerant, and helped him greatly in his work. 
She, with two sons and a daughter, survive him. He was a de- 
voted husband and father, and was loved ardently in return by 
his wife and children. Brother Jurney was a zealous and stead- 
fast friend of Trinity College. He served in his early minis- 
try as flnancial agent for the college for a year. He was for 
years a valued trustee. His last work under the appointment 
of the Conference was the agency for building the Craven Me- 
morial Hall at Trinity, which he successfully accomplished, and 
the splendid structure will long stand as a memorial of his 
energy and fldelity. He was a man of large sympathies and 
generous to the needy. He was frank and genial and had an 
extensive circle of friends, and was a man true to his friends. 
He possessed large natural gifts as a preacher, and when at his 
best, preached with a pathos and power that delighted his hear- 
ers. At Mt. Olive, where he lived, he could attract larger audi- 
ences when he preached than almost anyone. The last year of 
his life he passed through a severe flnancial ordeal, but he said 
that his troubles had made a better Christian of him. 

A brave, strong man, with many excellencies of character, has 
fallen, but we trust it was a call to meet in heaven the mother 
and Saviour whom he longed to meet some day.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON DIVORCE AND DIVORCE LAWS. 
Dear Fathers and Brethren: 

The committee appointed by you to take into consideration the 
evils of the present divorce laws of our State, beg leave to report 
the following: 

Your committee has considered a paper addressed to this body, 
and referred by you to your committee, from the Protestant Epis- 
copal Convention of North Carolina, upon the subject of divorce. 
And we beg to assure our brethren that we are now, and ever have 
been, opposed to the unscriptural laws now upon the statute books 
of our State upon the subject of Divorce; and we deplore the evils 
— dreadful and cumulative — which are resultant from these lax 
laws. 

The Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in North Carolina, from 
the time of its organization down to the present time, has given 
forth no uncertain sound, nor manifested any lax principles in ac- 
tion, upon the subject of divorce — ^holding it to be a deadly sin to 
divorce a wife or husband and to marry another— except for the 
one, and only scriptural cause. 

Your committee have also considered the fact that other denomi- 
nations of Christians in the State have recently taken action look- 
ing to the memorializing of the Legislature of the State to amend 
the divorce laws, by repealing all laws, and parts of laws which 
permit the grant of a divorce for any cause whatsoever other than 
the one scriptural cause. 

Moral law is a thing to he discovered and not manufactured. It 
has God for its author, because it is eternal truth. It is the duty of 
the law-maker, therefore, to learn what God’s will is concerning any 
matter before it is enacted into law. His Word reveals His will 
through His Son Jesus Christ; and He has made it too plain for 
doubt that the State has no right to divorce husband and wife for 
any cause other than the one mentioned by Christ himself. 

To even mention all the evils resulting from loose divorce laws 
would consume more space and time than is necessary. That which 
stands in the forefront is, that divorce of husband and wife breaks 
up and destroys the Christian home. ’ The Christian home is earth’s 
only vestibule to heaven. It is the best model of government. It 
presents the best theory of human obedience and the best school of 
law. It gives us the best glimpse of the philosophy of the atone- 
ment, and is the corner stone of Christian civilization. Let not 
man dare to lay his violent hand upon this holy arrangement of 
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heaven, by tearing apart that which God has joined together; there- 
fore 

Resolved^ That with pleasure this Conference reiterates its oft- 
published convictions upon this subject, and joins heartily with our 
sister denominations in bringing about the results so devoutly to 
be wished. 

Resolved^ That a committee of three be appointed to act in uni- 
son with others, or separately, in bringing this matter to the atten- 
tion of the Legislature. 

Resolved, That all our ministers set their faces like a flint 
against the re-marriage of divorced persons.

Your committee on our Orphanage beg leave to report that the 
Orphanage is on rising ground. The children are making progress, 
some not as well as they ought, and some are doing excellently. 
They are all in good health and apparently happy. We rejoice in 
the fact that the main building is now ready for the reception of 
children. It will accommodate one hundred and flfty. The pres- 
ent cottage flfty, making a total of two hundred. A large number of 
homeless ones are knocking at the door, but they cannot be received 
until provision is made for their support. This should appeal to 
every sympathetic heart in North Carolina Methodism. 

The Trustees have adopted the following resolutions: 

Resolved 1st. That we heartily welcome the commission from the 
Western North Carolina Conference looking to the co-operation of 
that Conference in the support, management and ownership of the 
Methodist Orphanage at Raleigh. 

2nd. That a committee be appointed to confer with the commis- 
sion from the Western North Carolina Conference for the purpose 
of preparing and submitting to the next annual Conference a plan 
upon which both Conferences may unite in the common support, 
conduct and ownership of the Methodist Orphanage at Raleigh, and 
the property of the North Carolina Conference. 

3rd. That the following-named persons constitute that commit- 
tee, namely: Rev. J. W. Jenkins, Dr. T. N. Ivey, Rev. J. N. Cole, 

J. G. Brown, and R. T. Gray. And your committee recommend the 
approval by the Conference of the appointment of this commission. 
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Your committee recommend that an assessment equal to 10 per 
cent of the preacher’s salary in every charge be raised for the neces- 
sary support of the inmates of the Orphanage. 

We request that the Bishop re-appoint Rev. J. W. Jenkins 
superintendent of the Orphanage for the ensuing year, he having 
been elected by the Trustees to this office.

REPORT OF THE EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD. 

With great pleasure we report the continued prosperity of the 
Epworth League in Southern Methodism; and that its spirit re- 
mains that of steadfast loyalty to the church, its doctrines and its 
authority. It is true much might have been accomplished that has 
not been accomplished, hut the fact that a church has a League 
Chapter makes it richer in spiritual life; and, wherever it receives 
the attention it justly deserves, brightens the prospect of future 
good. 

By the law of God it is made the duty of the pastor to care for the 
lambs of the flock. In what better way can a faithful pastor meet 
this obligation and systematically train his young people than in an 
organization such as the Epworth League? They are bound together 
in such bonds of Christian love and mutual helpfulness as to greatly 
facilitate pastoral care and influence over them. As ministers grow 
older it is with increasing difficulty they hold the young people to 
them and the church. Through the agency of the Epworth League 
this difficulty is largely overcome, as those of us who have operated 
a League very well know. 

The “Epworth League Culture Courses” are heartily commended 
to the Chapters of our Conference, specially the “Bible Circle” 
studies, since it brings about a systematic study of the Holy Scrip- 
tures, such as is calculated to make of our young people intelligent 
Christians, and gives them a reason for the hope that is in them. 
The literary and reading courses are commended as high-class lit- 
erature with a positive religious flavor. We are glad to learn that 
the books of these courses are having an ever increasing circulation. 

We desire to record our appreciation of the very able and satisfac- 
tory manner the Epworth Era is edited. We regard it as Ailing a 
long-felt want in our Methodism, and we pledge our hearty support 
to the management, and will endeavor to do our part in increasing 
the twenty thousand subscribers necessary to enable the editors to 
give us weekly issues in every way equal to the magazine numbers. 

MISSIONARY DEPARTMENT. 

At the last meeting of the General Epworth League Board it pro- 
vided in the Fourth or Missionary Department a means for the de- 
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velopment of missionary leadersliip among the young people. It 
must be remembered tbat tbe League does not exist solely for tbe 
purpose of serving tables as some vainly suppose. While tbe League 
stands ready to help tbe pastor in every way possible, this depart- 
ment was not created merely to collect missionary money, but to 
give missionary intelligence and to quicken tbe conscience concern- 
ing world-wide evangelization. We learn with great pleasure of the 
twenty thousand converted in the Christian Endeavor meetings, and 
hope soon to report like results from our Epworth League work. 

We would urge that wherever Chapters have not elected a Fourth 
or Missionary Vice-President that they do it at once, and at as early 
date as possible take up the duty of missions through the “Study 
Class” method. We would commend to this department the use of 
the “Handbook” and “Sunrise in the Sunrise Kingdom” with “Helps 
for Teachers.” 

JUNIOR LEAGUES. 

We greatly regret that this department of League effort has been 

so sadly neglected in the bounds of our Conference, Believing that 
the efficiency of the Senior Leagues will be greatly enhanced by the 
training received in the Junior Department we strongly recommend 
that pastors and others of our workers pay more attention to the 
organization of Junior Leagues. 

We recommend the holding of District League Conferences in 
connection with the Sunday School Conferences; and wherever there 
is no District Sunday School Conference that one day be devoted to 
the interest of the League at the District Conference. j 

We would also recommend the continuance of the League column 
in the Raleigh Christian Advocate as at present. 

We would call the attention of the Chapters to the necessities of 
sending to the central office the ten cent assessment as requested by 
the General Conference. 

We find there has been in our Conference a small increase of 
Senior Leagues and members, but a decrease in Junior Leagues and 
members.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

We are rejoiced to note the increased interest and activity appar- 
ent in every part of our Conference in the matter of temperance. 
The time of indifference and inaction has passed and our people 
realizing as never before the enormity, malignity and cruelty of the 
whiskey traffic, are speaking and acting in such way as to make this 
power of darkness tremble. Throughout the bounds of our Confer- 
ence and throughout the State not only has the former insolence of 
this enemy of all righteousness changed its tone, but his forces are 
even now in retreat and arranging a defensive warfare. The Chris- 
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tian people of the State have spoken and the law-makers have heard 
their voice. The “Watts Law” is the evidence of that fact, and 
while it has not the sweep the temperance people desired, it bears 
convincing testimony to the awakening of the public conscience, 
marks a higher reach than has ever before been attained in one law- 
making body and is the promise of the better things that the con- 
tinued effort and prayers of all our people will presently make their 
own. But the battle has not been won and will not be as long as 
there is in the State one distillery, dram-shop, dispensary or other 
place where alcoholic liquors as a beverage may be obtained. We 
are to keep that condition before us as our goal. Anything less 
may under local conditions be wise as a means, but as an end it is 
delusive. We are ever to remember that whiskey dispensed under 
the closest restrictions blights and damns as surely as where there 
is no restriction at all. 

We would in this way again express our appreciation of the good 
work done by the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union and the 
Anti-Saloon League. The latter organization especially deserves the 
loyal support of temperance people for the forward movement it has 
inaugurated and the aggressive warfare it has maintained. 

We would call attention of our people to and emphasize page 216 
of Discipline, as follows: Let all our preachers and members ab- 
stain from the manufacture or sale of intoxicating liquors to be used 
as a beverage, from signing petitions for such sale, from becoming 
bondsmen for any person as a condition for obtaining a license and 
from renting property to be used for such sale. If any member 
should violate any of the provisions of this he shall be deemed 
guitly of immorality.

THE REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Methodism has ever insisted not only upon the importance of edu- 
cation, but especially that the education which is given shall be per- 
meated by the Spirit of Christ. This importance increases with 
the growing complexity of our life. It is the trained men who di- 
rect the course of history, and who determine the destiny of men 
and nations. By so much as you increase the power of these men, 
if they are under the control of unholy ambitions and purposes by 
so much you increase the dangers that menace the well-being of the 
race. On the other hand, it is only the trained mind, directed, con- 
trolled, and impelled by Christly principles, that can enable men or 
governments to fulfil their God-given mission. For the giving of 
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imperative obligation. We believe that the church has never felt 
this truth more keenly, or striven more earnestly to meet this obliga- 
tion, than at the present time. Your Board rejoices in the evidences 
of this awakening conscience, and repeats its conviction of the 
absolute necessity for positive Christian education. 

the general board of education. 

We desire to call the attention of this Conference to the work of 
the General Board in systematizing and correlating the institutions 
of learning throughout the whole church, and in creating a litera- 
ture designed to be helpful in this work. We recommend that our 
pastors so far as possible supply themselves with the programs for 
educational services which this Board supplies, and give this sub- 
ject prominence in their pulpit ministrations. 

VANDERBILT UNIVERSITY. 

This institution enjoys a well-earned eminence among us. It is 
our one university, standing at the head of our correlated system. 
To those among us who are prepared for university work, we un- 
hesitatingly commend it. We desire to call special attention to the 
work of the Correspondence School in connection with the Biblical 
Department of this institution. The report of the Director shows 
that 455 students representing 36 annual conferences were enrolled 
during the past year. Among these were 23 from our own Confer- 
ence. We urge upon all of our undergraduates, at least, the import- 
ance of taking up the systematic study of the Course which is thus 
offered to them. 

TRINITY COLLEGE. 

From the report of the Board of Trustees we learn that there are 
matriculated to date in the college department 241, and in the 
Trinity Park School 190. This shows an increase over last year 
of 56 students, the total number in all departments now numbering 
431. This is gratifying to your Board, and we rejoice in the con- 
tinued prosperity of this noble institution. Our highest joy, how- 
ever, is in the Christian ideals of her educational purposes and in the 
high standard of her scholarship. To the attainment of these she 
has steadfastly kept her face, and in her triumphant progress she 
has not been deterred by the diflaculties that have stood up in her 
way. Her life and the sweep of her influence have been constantly 
widening. We note with pleasure the organization of a law depart- 
ment prepared to do high-class work in preparing young men for 
this noble profession. This has been made possible by the gener- 
osity of Messrs. J. B. and N. B. Duke, who give annually six thou- 
sand dollars for its support, and we wish to assure them of our sin- 
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cere appreciation. In all of its departments your Board heartily 
commends Trinity College to the patronage of our people. 

Your Board also notes with pleasure the conditional offer of 
Messrs. J. B. and B. N. Duke to convey land valued at $50,000.00, and 
to give an additional $50,000 in cash for the purpose of establishing 
a Woman’s College. This offer is conditioned upon the two Annual 
Conferences in North Carolina raising an additional $50,000 for the 
proposed institution. Your Board recommends that the Conference 
accept this proposition, expressing our hearty appreciation of this 
generous offer, and pledging our co-operation with the Board of 
Trustees of Trinity College in raising the $50,000 upon which this 
offer is conditioned. Your Board further recommends that the Con- 
ference requests the Executive Committee of the Board of Trus- 
tees of Trinity College to put an agent, or agents, in the field for the 
immediate collection of this amount. 

SECONDARY CHURCH SCHOOLS. 

Greensboro Female College . — ^We need not fehearse to you the 
tragic history of this worthy institution during the past year. 
Despite the fact that the building was reduced to ashes on the 18th 
of February last, the College opened its doors for work on the 12th 
day of October. Up to this time 122 students have matriculated — a 
decided increase in patronage over any year for several past. Your 
Board rejoices in this evidence of renewed life, and the hope for the 
future which it promises. We heartily commend it to the patronage 
of our people. 

Your Board recommends the adoption of the following: 

Whereas, from the report of the Board of Trustees of Greensboro 
Female College it appears that the money collected from the insur- 
ance companies for the loss sustained by fire, which destroyed the 
College buildings, was consumed in the bonded indebtedness, and the 
said Trustees were entirely dependent upon voluntary contributions 
for funds to rebuild and equip said College; and 

Whereas, a sufllcient amount of said subscriptions not having been 
made and paid, the said Trustees were compelled to borrow from 
the Greensboro Loan and Trust Company, the sum of sixteen thou- 
sand dollars ($16,000) in order to complete a part of the building 
in time for the opening of the fall session of 1904, and it may be- 
come necessary to borrow an additional amount to complete and 
equip the College for immediate use and occupancy; 

Therefore be it resolved: 

First. That the action of the Board of Trustees in borrowing 
money from the Greensboro Loan and Trust Company, and the 
passage of certain resolutions, and the execution of certain obliga- 
tions for the repayment of said sum, or sums, so borrowed, to- 
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gether with interest thereon, be, and the same is hereby approved, 
ratified and confirmed, and the amount heretofore borrowed by the 
Trustees for the purpose of rebuilding, and any amount that may be 
necessary for them to borrow hereafter, for the purpose of com- 
pleting and equipping the said building, shall constitute, be, and be- 
come a lien and charge on the property of the Greensboro Female 
College, and the said Trustees are hereby fully authorized and em- 
powered to execute any deed, or bonds, whereby said property may 
be conveyed as security for such sum, or sums, heretofore borrowed, 
or which may hereafter be borrowed, or any part thereof, so as to 
secure in good faith any amount already borrowed, or which they 
may hereafter borrow, for the purpose of erecting and completing 
and equipping said building: Provided, that they shall not incur an 
indebtedness of more than twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000). 

Second. That the plan of the Trustees to rebuild, equip, and 
endow the College entirely by voluntary contributions, without ask- 
ing the two Annual Conferences in North Carolina to assume any 
financial obligations therefor, is hereby heartily endorsed, and we 
commend the said institution to the people of North Carolina, and 
hereby appeal especially to the Methodists of the State to rally to 
its support, in order to accomplish the purpose of the Trustees, to 
make Greensboro Female College one of the very first colleges in the 
South for the education and consecration of women. 

Third. That the said Trustees are hereby fully authorized and 
empowered to sell or lease or improve for sale or for rent the land 
lying east of the railroad and along McGhee street to the ravine 
between said street and the College whenever they may deem it 
necessary for the best interests of said institution. 

The Board further recommends the confirmation of the following 
Trustees: E. C. Cramer, for one year, in place of J. G. Brown, re- 
signed; E. A. Poe, for four years, in place of Q. K. Nimocks, re- 
signed; J. L. Borden, for six years. 

TRINITY PARK SCHOOL. 

This is a preparatory school of high grade. It has unusual ad- 
vantages in being located on the campus of Trinity College, and in 
having access to the College library, gymnasium, etc. We are pleased 
to note the large increase in patronage; and those who find it need- 
ful to send to a school away from home to prepare their children 

for college can certainly do no better than to patronize this insti- 
tution. 



SECONDARY AFFILIATED SCHOOLS. 

Littleton Female College . — The President’s report shows a ma- 
triculation to date this year of 221, which shows an increase this 
year of 29 over last year. Material improvements in building and 
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equipment have been made and the College is better than ever pre- 
pared to do efficient work. We rejoice in its prosperity, and com- 
mend it to the patronage of our people. 

Louisburg Female College . — The report of the President shows 
an enrollment of 199. He is assisted in his work by a faculty of ten 
efficient and conscientious teachers who seek to do thorough work- 
The purpose of the Institution may be stated in the President’s own 
language: “No pains are spared by the Faculty to throw around 
the girls such healthful and restraining religious influences 
as shall lead to the higher and better life. Believing that Chris- 
tian education is the only education that tends to the moral uiv- 
lifting of our race, the faculty spares no pains to impress upon the 
minds and hearts of the girls the doctrines and teachings of the 
lowly Jesus.” We heartily commend it to the patronage of our 
people. 

The Scarritt Bible and Training School . — This institution seeks to 
prepare young ladies who desire to become missionaries, Sunday 
School teachers, nurses, or who desire to become well furnished 
Christian workers. It is without a rival in its sphere, and is serv- 
ing a most needed purpose. 

The Board recommends that the Conference ask the Bishop to make 
the following appointments: 

Rev. J. C. Kilgo, President of Trinity College. 

Rev. E. A. Yates, Lecturer in Trinity College. 

Rev. J. M. Rhodes, President of Littleton Female College. 

Rev. W. W. Rose, Principal of Central Academy. 

Rev. J. L. Cuninggim, Director of Correspondence School, Van- 
derbilt University. 

Revs. J. T. Stanford and R. E. Porter, students in Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity. 

Rev. J. C. Kilgo, Conference Secretary of Education. 

Your Board recommends an assessment of $7,602 for education, as 
follows: $2,000 of which is for Greensboro Female College, $5,000 
Educational Fund, to be applied as the Board of Trustees of North 
Carolina may deem best for the institution, and $602 for the Gen- 
eral Board of Education. It also recommends an assessment of 
$602 for Paine Institute and Lane College.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

Your Conference Board of Missions beg leave to make their annual 
report as follows: 

The communication from the Missionary Societies referred by 
you to us, is full of encouragement. In all the foreign flelds there 
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has been a decided gain in membership during the past year, the 
increase in membership being greater than in any preceding year. 
There has been an increase in the collections for Foreign Missions 

* I 

amounting to $22,875.37, indicating an awakening interest on the 
part of the home church. 

We are glad to be able to make an encouraging report, also, 
as to the work in our own Conference. In the charges re- 
ceiving aid from the Board of Missions, for the most part, there 
has been progress along all lines and we are persuaded that the 
money allowed them has not been spent in vain. The preachers on 
these charges have wrought well, and are worthy of all commenda- 
tion. 

There are many evidences of an increased interest on the part 
of our people in the great cause of missions. The mid year meeting 
of the Board held in Rocky Mount last January was by far the best 
we have yet held. Missionary Institutes have been held in most of 
the districts, and have been well attended. The results of these 
meetings are seen in the reports made at this conference. Six dis- 
tricts have paid their assessment for Foreign Missions in full. Five 
have paid in full their assessment for Domestic Missions, and one 
other reports a very small deficit. The amount collected in our 
Conference on assessment for missions this year is nearly one thou- 
sand dollars in advance of last year. 

We would call attention to the fact that this increase in mission- 
ary collections is not made at the expense of any other interest. 
, , Three of the districts paying the missionary assessment in full have 

ij, i?| paid the other claims, also, in full. In the other districts where 

' ' there has been an increase in the missionary collection, there has 

•: been no falling off in the other collections, but rather an increase. 

We do not believe that there is any ground for the fear sometimes 
expressed that emphasizing the missionary collection will hurt the 
other collections. 

There must be during the coming year no relaxation in our effort 
to arouse missionary interest and increase our missionary collec- 
tions. The very success with which our missionaries are meeting 
creates a demand for larger gifts. We sincerely trust that at our 
next conference we may be able to report the assessment for mis- 

♦ sions raised in full. 

The great need of the church to-day is missionary education. 
Without this there can be no abiding missionary spirit. Especially 
amongst our young people and children does this need exist. If 
they are to meet the obligation resting upon their generation, they 
must be prepared for it in the days of their youth. We, therefore, 
urge the importance of organizing all our Sunday Schools into mis- 
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sionary societies, and establishing mission study classes in all the 
Epworth Leagues. We would encourage, also, the distribution of 
missionary tracts, a sufficient supply of which may be obtained from 
the mission rooms, and would insist upon “Go Forward” being placed 
in every Methodist home. 

We are glad to know that the Board of Missions is arranging for a 
great missionary conference to be held in Asheville next May. For 
several years we have felt that the North Carolina Conference needs 
to get the benefit of such a meeting as this, and now that the op- 
portunity is to be afforded, let us not neglect it. Every preacher 
in the Conference who possibly can should attend. Our charges, 
Sunday Schools, and missionary societies should also be well repre- 
sented. Your Board has decided to hold its mid-year meeting this 
year in Asheville in connection with this Conference. 

We give our most hearty endorsement to the missionary training 
school to be conducted in Nashville early next year. We hope to 
have a number of our young men attend that school. 

The Board requests that R. H. Willis be appointed Conference Sec- 
retary of Missions for the ensuing year.

SABBATH. 

The Committee on the Observance of the Sabbath beg leave to 
submit the following report: 

Believing, as we do, that the Scriptural observance of the Sabbath 
day is necessary to the preservation and perpetuity of a nation’s 
best life in every respect, we deplore the fact that in many parts of 
our Republic the Lord’s day is shamefully abused and disregarded. 
Without an exception, this disregard of the Sabbath, either for busi- 
ness or pleasure, Sas always been attended by the lowering of the 
state of civilization among the peoples where tue abuse has been 
tolerated. 
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And, the result is logical, for, a failure to respect and keep the 
one day set apart by divine authority, violates both the natural and 
spiritual law, where work is involved, and on the other hand, de- 
moralizes the religious life where only amusements are consid- 
ered. 

Rising beyond all of the commercial interests of the world, and 
the so-called necessity for work done by many corporations on Sun- 
day, stands the law of God, and his implicit command, “Remember 
the Sabbath day to keep it holy,” and this command never has been, 
nor can be, rescinded by man. And we conceive that this command 
not only forbids the doing of secular work, but that it enjoins 
prayerful meditation and a careful attention to all of those means 
by which a deeper spirituality is attained. 

In view of these facts and truths, therefore, be it resolved; 

First. That we use all possible influence as a church in discourag- 
ing and condemning every kind of secular employment on the Lord’s 
day.

The North Carolina Conference was set off from the Virginia Conference In February, 1837. 
In 1850, and again in 1870, North Carolina territory in the South Carolina Conference was trans- 
ferred to this Conference. In 1890 North Carolina terrlitory in the Holston Conference and in the 
Virginia Conference, except that beyond the Chowan River, was transferred to the North Caro- 
lina Conference, and the Conference was divided into the North Carolina and Western North 
Carolina Conferences. In 1894 the remaining North Carolina territory in the Virginia Conference 
was transferred to the North Carolina Conference. So now the two Conferences embrace the 
whole of North Carolina.
